A Call for Leadership 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

If an American of 1860 or 1861 
could suddenly be restored to life 
a good bit of the stuff he would be 
reading in the Congressional Record 
would sound very familiar. He would 
note speeches by prominent South- 
erners of today that would sound 
very much like the secession and 
Calhounian speeches of 1860-61. 

There is, though, a slight differ- 
ence in the facts of life today. 
Whereas in the 1860-61 era the 
Southern politico ardently defended 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States (because it had Constitution- 
ally indorsed Negro slavery in the 
Dred Scott. decision), and whereas 
those awful Black Republicans of 
that distant era were openly attack- 
ing said Court, now the geographi- 
cal position vis-a-vis the Court has 
diametrically changed. 

In the Civil War era itself, the 
South had just about half of the 
United States population and now it 
has just about a quarter. And before 
our own era has closed, somebody's 
constitutional philosophy. will again 
have to take a back seat. 

The South with half the popula- 
tion a century ago could not impose 
its constitutional philosophy upon 
the nation, and now with a quarter 
of the population, that is even more 
out of the question! 

But these hard facts will not in- 
fluence the Southern politico today 
any more than the hard facts as ex- 
pounded by Alexander Stephens of 
Georgia ‘the anti-secessionist who 
became Vice President of the Con- 
federacy) influenced the actual 
events practically a century ago. 
Stephens outspokenly told the South 
it could never expect to beat the 
North by arms, because the North 
outstripped the South industrially. 

My small political experience has 
taught me you cannot logically talk 
. ery into anything however logi- 
cal and persuasive you are, if they 
do not want to accept the facts, how- 
ever evident and overwhelming. 

Man is ruled by .his . prejudices 
probably even more than’ by simon- 
pure facts. But now, just as in the 
Civil War, there will tave’ to be a 
showdown! You cannot continually 
keep preaching that our United 
States Supreme Court is unconsti- 
tutional, as the Southern politico is 
now doing, without things coming to 
a head. 

No great American national states- 
man has yet been produced by these 
current events so reminiscent of the 
Civil War period. But the time is 
definitely ripe for one or four or 
five!

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When to Repair the Roof 


Should legislation dealing with disability of 
the President stay in limbo just because it is 
politically inconvenient for some people to 
bring it out? 

That question has been given new point by 
President Eisenhower's stomach upset. The ill- 
ness was brief and apparently inconsequential. 
But it was enough to knock a billion dollars off 
the value of New York stocks, and that is a 
forceful reminder that the day may come when 
everybody will wish that this disability problem 
had been dealt with when it could be dealt with. 

Between rains is-the time to repair the roof. 

A few weeks ago President Eisenhower agreed 
that something should be done to clear up the 
constitutional ambiguity surrounding what hap 
pens when a President is removed from office 
by “death, resignation, or Inability to discharge 
the powers and duties of said office.” Death and 
resignation offer no problem, but the Constitu- 
tion is not clear on who determines a President's 
inability to function, nor on the authority of a 
Vice President to assume the powers of the 
presidency temporarily during a period of disa- 
bility on the part of the Chief Executive. 

. * . 

Mr. Eisenhower proposed a constitutional 
amendment to cover the situation, but he 
dropped the subject like the hottest of potatoes 
the moment Speaker Rayburn told him that if 
he pressed the plan it would be taken as evi- 
dence that he intended to resign. The Presi- 
dent says this is “rot,” and he ought te know. 
Also he ought to be able to convince the people 
that it is rot, in which case there can be no real 
objection to his-pressing for action. 

Action might be politically uncomfortable for 
Vice President Nixon, who does not want any- 
body to get the idea that he is ambitious to take 
over too soon, but there again the convenience 
of one person should give way to the general 
welfare. 

What is needed is a simple procedure, set up 
by statute if possible or by constitutional amend- 
ment if necessary, under which a Vice President 
can assume the “powers and duties” of the 
presidential office without assuming the office 
itself—and discharge them during such time as 
a President, either by his own decision or other- 
wise if he cannot make a decision, is unable to 
function. 

> . e 

The President should, of course, be clearly 
authorized to recapture the “powers and duties” 
of the office whenever he felt himself able to 
discharge them, so that no ambitious intriguer 
could ever seize the presidency irrevocably. 

The alternative to such a procedure, duly and 
legally set forth in advance, is the- makeshift 
situation which has presented itself three times 
in our history. In the presidencies of Garfield, 
Wilson and Eisenhower, a period of disability 
on the part of the President permitted the pow- 
ers and duties of his office to be effectively ex- 
ercised by family or staff members who had no 
real constitutional right to exercise them. 

Congressman Emanuel Celler is quite right, 
we think, in renewing his plea for immediate 
action in this matter. His Judiciary subcommit- 
tee held hearings this spring and has submitted 
two alternative statutes to the full committee, 
which has never taken action on either. The 
President's brief iliness is a warning that action

Added Service From the League

Highway Safety, or Profit? 

Intrusion of the profit motive into the enforce- 
ment of highway safety laws can create new dan- 
gers. A remarkable example of this little-men- 
tioned aspect of highway safety is supplied by 
a nine-mile stretch of a U.S. highway over which 
thousands of motorists travel to Florida. 

The stretch is in coastal Georgia, and in a six- 
month period ending month before last, 494 
motorists traveling over it were arrested on 
charges of speeding and parted from a total of 
$16,000, in fines and bonds which usually 
amounted to $40, according to the Savannah 
Morning News, which opposes the practice. 

Under Georgia's fee system the sheriff re- 
ceived a cut of 9 per cent, the clerk of Superior 
Court 8 per cent, the justice of the peace 2 per 
cent, the solicitor general 3 to 5 per cent, while 
$2 was paid into the Peace Officers’ Retirement 
Fund and $1 into the Superior Clerk's Retire- 
ment Fund—the rest going to Bryan county. 

The wholesale grabbing of fees on the Coastal 
Highway, U.S. 17, is pictured by its advocates 
as intended solely to stop speeding and save 
lives. A dramatic event one night last month 
threw light on that point. Here is the story as 
the Savannah newspaper tells it: 

Three boys, all of them drunk, were stopped 
by a deputy, who said they were going 96 miles 
an hour. He did not charge them with drunken 
driving, or stop them from driving further, but 
gave them.a ticket for speeding, with the ad- 
monition to send it in with $40. Toward dawn 
the youths crashed into a barricade and only 
one of them lived to tell the story. 

Law enforcement and personal profits, like 
gasoline and alcohol, do not mix.

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Why an Elective Auditor? 

Three more bills to clean up after the Hodge 
scandals have been sent to Gov. Stratton by the 
Illinois Legislature. These would create a new 
department of audits under an auditor general, 
establish a new legislative audit commissien to 
review state spending, and reorganize the Budg- 
etary Commission. 

Such reforms are based on the MoreyJenner

report, and it is easy to see why they are needed. 


As State Auditor, Orville Hodge was largely 
unsupervised in auditing state accounts. More- 
over, he regulated banks, and was responsible 
for examining them. But there was little audit- 


Governor, establishing a new department to su- 
pervise financial institutions, these reform laws 
will help to prevent a future Hodge scandal. 
For they separate regulation from auditing, they 
meke the main auditing office responsible to the 
Governor, and they provide for a legislative 
check on that office. : 

It is difficult to see why the legislators still 
hesitate to eliminate the elective office of State 
Auditor altogether. The office should never 
have been so autonomous, and now the reform 
bills are making it almost superfluous. 
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A Treaty Victory i 

The Senate Foreign Relations Committee has 
approved ratification of the atoms-for-peace trea- 
ty with a “qualification” which allows Republi- 
can Leader Knowland to save face and other- 
wise is not very meaningful. 

Senator Knowland has been talking for some 
time of a “reservation.” He proposed that the 
United States reserve the right to withdraw from 
the international atomic energy agency during 
its first five years of existence, in case the 
agency were altered by vote of its members. 

Now this reservation is forgotten. In its 
place Senators Knowland and Hickenlooper of 
Iowa sponsored a qualification, which says that 
the United States would not remain a member 
if the atomic agency subsequently adopted any 
treaty amendment opposed by the Senate. This 
sounds like a reservation, but the similarity 
ends with the sound. For a qualification is not 
a reservation. 

A formal reservation imposed by the Senate 
might require approval by other nations to 
make the treaty valid. Even if it did noi, a res- 
ervation would constitute a binding legal re- 
striction on the application of the treaty to the 
United States. 

But a qualification is merely * suggestion by 
the Senate which the State Department in this 
case has accepted in order to secure ratification 
by the Senate. The qualification does not af- 
fect other nations. It can hardly bind fu- 
ture State Departments, since Administrations 
change. It cannot even bind the Senate for 
long, for its membership changes. 

Nevertheless, the qualification seems to have 


satisfied Senators Knowland and Hickenlooper, — 


for they do not expect much opposition to the 
treaty on the Senate floor. And if the qualifi- 
cation does not entirely satisfy the State De- 
partment or treaty supporters, they are at least 
assured that the treaty will pass without serious 
changes. In this case the price paid for likely 
ratification seems low indeed. 
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Whortleberries and Gibberellin 


This philosophy of whatever is the biggest is 
the best seems to be getting out of hand. It is 
all right when applied to circuses and anything 
in Texas, but now you have the Department of 
Agriculture, chemists and plant researchers hail- 
ing the wonders of gibberellin, a new chemical 
which greatly increases the size of fruits and 
vegetables. 

It has produced 12-foot-high cabbages, toma- 
toes the size of footballs and pole beans from 
dwarf bush beans. The Department of Agricul- 
ture comments, “We think there is a lot of re- 
search to do yet.” So do we. Most of the fruits 
and vegetables are all right just as they now are. 
There should be some research to see just what 
would happen if fields of asparagus were to 
ahoot up like palm trees, pumpkins and water- 
melons tipped the scales at 500 pounds, and the 
Hubbard squash resembled a Komodo lizard. 

Such things as Brussels sprouts might be de- 
veloped to the point where they would take the 
place of junipers as landscape adornments. The 
innocent whortleberry would become a gelatin- 
ous globule that would be as dangerous to at- 
tempt to carry home from the store as a smal! 
time bomb. And the various pests, such as the 
beetle, flea, fly, looper, worm, curculio and 
butterfly, that prey on the cabbage, might, by 
ingesting the gibberellin from the cabbage, also 
be magnified 10 or 12 times in size, and be- 
come carnivorous beasts of prey. 

And what about onions and corn? If gibbere}- 
lin is to quadruple them in size that will present 
two real problems. How is anyone going to be 
able to peel such a large and powerful onion? 
And what would become of that good old sport 
of eating corn on the cob? 
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Bear-Baiting Mr. Humphrey 

Senator Gore of Tennessee, one of the very 
best members of the Senate, has made a disap- 
pointing foray into demagoguery with his pro- 
posal to subject Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey to a bear-baiting over his private 
finances. 

The Senator wants to spread on the public 
record the statement of Mr. Humphrey's finan- 
cial holdings which was filed with Chairman 
Millikin of the Senate Finance Committee when 
he was appointed to the cabinet four years ago. 
Then, says Senator Gore, the Secretary will be 
questioned publicly as to how his financial status 
has changed during his tenure in office. 

If Senator Gore had any reason to suspect 
that Mr. Humphrey had wrongfully profited 
from being Secretary of the Treasury, he would 
be justified in such an inquiry. But he explicit- 
ly states that he does not question Mr. Humph- 
rey's “integrity or personal honesty.” In that 
case there is no point whatever in prying into 
the purely personal affairs of a public official 
who, whatever anybody thinks of his policies, is 
presumed to have served honorably. 

Senator Gore says he wants to show that Sec- 
retary Humphrey's policies have operated to the 
advantage of large vested interests and indi- 
viduals with large holdings. But he does not 
need to rummage through Mr. Humphrey's in- 
come tax returns to prove this point. The Sec- 
retary’s personal fortunes, indeed, have no bear- 
ing on the issue one way or another. What if 
Senator Gore's fishing expedition turned up the 
surprising news that Mr. Humphrey had impov- 
erished himself in office? Would this prove that, 
after all, his policies have been wisely directed 
to the welfare of the “little fellow” and not to 
the benefit of large holders like himself? Cer- 
tainly not. And neither would any capital gains 
demonstrate the contrary proposition. 

Senator Gore says he wants information about 
Mr. Humphrey's holdings “for purposes of il- 
lustration.” But would he agree that he has the 
right to subpena any private citizen and de- 
mand the same information for the same pur- 
poses? Surely he would hesitate there. And if 
so, then it is unfair to treat a public official any 
different from a private citizen. Unless Mr. 
Humphrey's private affairs are really pertinent 
—that is to say, unless he has wrongfully used 
public office for personal enrichment—he is en- 
titled to the same respect for his privacy that 
any other citizen would be accorded. 

If Senator Gore owns any stocks, they are 
most probably worth more today than they were 
four years ago, Would he say this has any bear- 

_ ing on his opinion of Secretary Humphrey's poli- 


cies? Let him investigate those policies to his . 
' heart's content. But we hope he will reconsider 
' & proposal that is unworthy of him.

So far nothing has worked—neither high price supports, flexi- 
ble price supports or soil bank, editorial says; suggests one 
possible answer in plan for farmers to control their own 
markets; they would regulate domestic supply, ‘dump’ surpluses.

Something's going to have to be done 
about the federal farm program—some- 
thing drastic, and soon—it now seems 
clearly indicated. Politicians are eye- 
ing the task with dread. 

Nothing has worked. The Democrats’ 
high price supports brought mounting 
surpluses and bigger headaches, Flex- 
ible supports, G.O.P. Agriculture Sec- 
retary Benson's panacea, proved no 
panacea. Nothing was cured—far’ \ sur- 
pluses mounted and farm income fell. 
The soil bank, credit for which both 
Democrats and Republicans fought to 
claim, is proving a flop. Now what? 


There is growing support in Congress 
for a two-price system, which is far 
from an original idea but which has 
never actually been tried; and at least 
one farm organization, the Grange, is 
leaning that way. This plan, briefly, 
would peg prices on ali farm com- 
modities for domestic consumption at 
about a parity level and let all sur- 
pluses sell for what they would bring 
in the world market. 


Mr. Benson opposes this, and prefers 
to rely on “efficiency” of production 
and doing away with all, or nearly all, 
farm price supports. He argues that 
when efficiency reaches a high enough 
level, farmers can compete at world 
prices, and that a two-price plan would 
invite trouble for the United States 
among other nations which also pro- 
duce surpluses for sale in world mar- 
kets. 


Of course, he's right on that point. 
But he’s utterly wrong in believing ef- 
ficiency and open competition are the 
solution. He is asking farmers to buy 
all their operating supplies—gasoline, 
oil, tires, farm machinery, fertilizers, 
etc.—in markets that are protected 
against foreign competition, to pro- 


duce food to sell in markets that are 
utterly unprotected. It’s not only un- 
fair, it's also impossible. 

Then what is the answer? Perhaps 
there isn't any—a fast-growing number 
of economic experts are beginning to 
believe that. On the other hand, maybe 
there is. 


A newly organized national dairy 
association has come up with the plan 
for farmers to organize for the control 
of their own markets by regulating their 
domestic supply exactly to coincide 
with domestic demand. They'd do this 
by buying all their own surpluses and 
selling or dumping them as best they 
could and at any price they'd bring. 
Government couldn't be criticized, and 
the domestic price could be set to pro- 
vide a fair return for all producers. 


If, Congress could find some way to 
help them implement their plan, why 
wouldn't it work? And if it works for 
dairymen, why couldn't it work for 
grain farmers and livestock farmers? 


There's a market for all food Amer- 
ican farmers can grow—in India, Israel, 
Spain, Italy, Japan and a dozen or more 
other nations. In this way surpluses 
could be offeted by the growers them- 
selves at whatever they would bring. 
Or, for that matter, such surpluses 
could be destroyed if the need ever 
arose. 

The plan also would impose its own 
production controls, for the more sur- 
pluses growers had to buy up of their 
own creation, the less inclined they 
would be to over-produce, and with 
fair domestic prices they would no 
longer be under the compulsion of hav- 
nig to over-produce to stay in business. 

Nothing else has worked. No one 
else has come up with a plan that even 
promises to work. This dairymen's plan 
is certainly worth consideration.

Latter-Day Cleopatra 


LADY OF PARIS, by Vaughan Wilkins. 
(St. Martin's Press, 314 pgs., $3.95.) 


Theresia Cabarrus was a lady of Paris 
at the time of the French Revolution. 
She lived most of her life on the per- 
iphery of French politics. She never 
had direct control of events, but she 
was able to exert a primal influence 
upon those who did have direct control. 
Her life affords the best possible evi- 
dence that sometimes it is extremely 
difficult to distinguish between the 
state council chamber and the boudoir. 

Through the corrupt and sadistic Tal- 
lien, her second husband, she was able 
to mitigate somewhat the effects of 
the reign of terror in Bordeaux. Though 
Tallien was also a coward, he loved 
her enough to find the courage to op- 
pose Robespierre. 

During the politically influential part 
of her life, she maintained her reputa- 
tion as one of the most beautiful 

, women in France. 
Her escapades in a 
transparent chem- 
ise and her roster 
of lovers seemed 
only to enhance 
her position in 
high society.

BULB ON AIR TOW 


WASHINGTON, June 15 (UP) 


Ground observers successful- 
‘ly completed an unugual test 


last night for spotting the ar- 
tificial earth satellite when it 
circles the earth, 

They sighted a flashlight bulb 
attached to the end of a plumb- 
er’s rubber plunger as it was 
towed across the skies on the 
end of a clothesline by a Civil 
Air Patrol plane flying at 7000 


| feet, 


Observers participating in 
“Operation Moonwatch” were 


‘stationed at Fort Belvoir, Va., 


and Springfield, Va. The ob- 
servers spotted and tracked the 
light during each of the 12 
passes the plane made along a 
course similar to that which the 
sattellite will follow. 

The plunger and a one-tenth 
candle power bulb powered by 
two flashlight batteries accu- 
rately duplicates the appearance 
which the earth satellite will 
have to ground observers man- 
ning telescopes. 

Dr. Armand N, Spitz, co-or- 
dinator of the visual observation 
portion of the satellite program, 
said the “successful completion 
of this test has set the pattern 
(for future training of all the
